In order to more effectively cany out our obligation to 
keep the people of Palm Springs informed about civic 
«aflairs, 'file Desert Sun will inaugurate this Fall a Public 
Information Program' in which Villagers and all public 
agencies will be urged to cooperate. We believe that a 
better informed public will create better understanding 
and better lecling between the various groups and public 
agencies. 
We believe that the city council, city boards and com 
missions, school board and all civic organizations will 
welcome the adoption of such a program. A great many 
men and women 
like the members ot the city council 
are devoting much time w ithout pay to community service. 
Their efforts should be more generally understood and 
appreciated in order that many other highly qualified 
residents of the city will be more willing to serve. 
Palm Springs is growing steadily and its course must be 
charted with care. The community must be kept attrac­ 
tive to the visitors and as many activities as possible pro­ 


vided for the vacationist. A reputation for comtesy and 
friendliness should be maintained. The desert area needs 
constant promotion in competition with other resort areas. 
Almost everyone will agree on these broad objectives. 
Difficulties are encountered mostly in the ways and 
means of carrying out these objectives. Many problems 
arc born ot a lack ol proper understanding and informa­ 
tion. We believe, therefore, that a better informed citi­ 
zenry will create better understanding and more harmon­ 
ious relations. We believe also that it is an important 
function of The Desert Sun to obtain and publish all 
the information we possibly can about the activities and 
actions of governmental agencies and groups which in­ 
fluence civic affairs. 
To this end we have formulated — and wiII put into 
operation in the very near future — the following 
Public Information Program: 
1. Publication ot notice and probable agenda ot 
open meetings of all public agencies in the city 


and school district, in the issue prior to such 
m eetings. 
2. Report discussionand important action taken at 
all meetings of public agencies in the Desert 
Area. 
3. Report of action taken on matters of general com­ 
munity interest by the boards of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce and other civic organiza­ 
tions. 
4. Establishment of a new department in The De­ 
sert Sun to be known as "Palm Springs Forum" 
in which citizens will be invited to give their 
views on matters of general interest in the com­ 
munity. 
Letters to all agencies will be sent by this newspaper 
requesting that they inform us prior to their meetings ol 
important subjects to be brought up for action. Notice 
of such meetings and subjects will be published in The 
Desert Sun. prior to the meetings, under the standing 
heading: "Open Meetings . Reports ol important actions 
taken at these meetings will be published in a subsequent 
issue, along with actions taken In civic groups. 
Villagers, winter residents and visitors will be invited 
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and urged to give the readers of this newspaper the bene­ 
fit of their views on matters of general interest in the 
community in the "Palm Springs Forum column. We 
invite letters of commendation as well as criticism. We 
hope that this medium will present a cross-section of 
opinion orí important matters. Such opinions can serve a 
very useful purpose. From such letters may stem ideas 
that will make for community betterment. 
We seek the interest, support and cooperation of every 
Villager, every public official and every civic group in 
carrying out this program. 
Your “Right to Know is one ot the greatest safeguards 
of democracy. Rut that right can wither and die unless 
nourished by a DESIRE TO KNOW. Il is our hope that 
through this Public Information Piogram. we will not only 
supply information for those who seek it but also striu- 
late a desire on the part of more people to keep informed 
on civic affairs.

Half Million 
New Building 
in September 
Building permits issued dur­ 
ing September in Palm Springs 
showed an increase over the 
corresponding period in 1952. 
for one of the few tim es this 
year, Building Inspector Don­ 
ald G raham reported. 
Perm its issued last month 
were for construction valued at 
$541,850, an increase of 5131,270 
over the 1952 figure of $410,580. 
Total for the year continues 
to lag behind the 1952 figure, 
showing a decrease of $1,4B0 921 
after nine months. The 1953 to­ 
tal is $2.747.958, and last year’s 
figure was $4,214.879.

CITY CREW BUSY ON NEW 
DRIVE TO LAY THE DUST 
City of Palm Springs has 
started work to alleviate the 
dust problem caused by dirt 
streets. 
After experiments covering a 
period of two m onths on city 
used property, the city engi­ 
neering department lias started 
work on public streets. 
The material used is a m ix­ 
ture of asphalt (with an addi­ 
tive to remove the stickinessl 
and water, using 100 gallons of 
asphalt to 900 gallons of water. 
This is just enough asphalt to 
enable settling of dust and pro­ 
vide a smoother riding surface, 
according to Director of Puhlic 
Works John Keefe. 
ALL STREETS 
on which 
homes are located will receive 
the first coating bv December 1. 
There were 55 permits issued Keefe said. After that, he said.

A TWO-MAN CREW will con­ 
tinue on the project all Winter, 
the same number of men used 
to water streets formerly And 
the same equipment is also 
used, with the nine to one m ix­ 
ture enabling use of the city’s 
water sprinkler. 
A grader operated by Henry 
Tichenor precedes the coating, 
grading and shaping the street. 
Then the sprinkler operated by 
Harold Tonne is used to applv 
the mixture, which settles in 
within 30 minutes. 
Average m axim um coverage 
possible is one mile each day 
of operation for the initial < oat. 
THIS MIXTURE was first dis­ 
covered in Texas and used in 
the oil fields there. When found 
practical, national manufacture 
of the substance was started 
about a year ago. 
It was brought to Keefe’s a t­ 
tention by the American Bi- 
tum eis company, Los Angeles 
See DUST.

Evian is an attractive little 
community on the south shore 
of Lake Geneva, or. as you must 
alw ays remember to call the 
lake w h e n you are on the 
French side, Lake Leman. The 
ground rises rapidly from the 
lake and the hotels and cot­ 
tages are located at various 
spots on the hillside. Probably 
one of the curative advantages 
of the place is the amount of 
exercise the visitor has imposed 
on him unwittingly.
